The demand upon the Treasury for dimes is pressing and it is necessary that your mint 
should coin during the current month not less than $200,000 of that denomination $100,000 of 
which should be struck by the 15th instant.

$1,500,000 and it is probable this stock will be exhausted in the course of the month. It is 
therefore necessary that you should make preparations to coin, say $1,000,000 in eagles as early 
as practicable.
